AiTER the Singhalese embassy to Clamliim, Uic liulian cmbasBics to 
Rome were few aiid far between. To the dealli of Jimtiniaii, a.d. f>(i5, 
four onlj' liavc been iiotieed, and hawAy noticed, liy historians. The 
first, to Trajan,' was present with him at the great shows which ho 
offered to the lloman peojjlc, a.i>. 107. The second, to Antoninus 
Pius,' A.D. 138, 161, came to pay homage to his virtues. Tlie third, 
to Julian,' though intended, Zonaras as.sorls, for Constaiilius, reached 
him, according to Ammianus Marccllinus, before it was oxiKJctcd, a.d. 
8G1, and included ambassadors front the Divi (Maldives) and the 
Screudivi (Uic^Singluilese), who now for the (irst lime appear under 
tln;ir own name, and the name by which Ihtjy wore known to the 
Arabs. And the fourth, to Justinian,* brought him gifts, and was at 
ConH(antino]jh!, a.i>. r>30. 

These are but scant memorials of peMy dii)loniatic courtesies, 
and scattered as they sue ov(>r iKsariy 500 years, thoy do litths to 
illustrate the intercourse between Home and India, which, d\iring

The discovery of the monsoons, and the distracted Biatc of the 
1'arthian Mmpirc; liad, at the h(^gintiing of tlie second half of llie (irst 
centnrj', fclie eJose of <y'htn(hnH' niign, (h'iven the whoh; of the trario 
Iteiwcen the I'^ast ami West to tlie gnsat city of Ah^xamhia.' 
Its people, (piick-witted, l)ut restless of disposition and excitable of 
t(!ni|)cr, grew wealthy, ami grew insohnit as they grew wealthy. 
Th(! jMrrson and character of the Hov(;reigii was a favonribi tlienio 
for tJMiir ridicide;' and on every slight occasion, when not taken np 
Avith fa(;tionH fights among themselves, ili(>y rose in Inniult against 
their goveinors, and somelinies (;v(!n in levolt against tin; State. 
The emperors looked ii|)on them with no friendly eye. And it was, 
perhaps, aa much to abate their insolence as to birward the interests 
of trade, that Hadrian put an end to their monopcdy, and admitted 
r.almyra into the commercial system of the Roman Empire.' Under 
his patronage, and that of his sncccssors, the Antonines,* who lived

Jlinor, ed. Didot— a manual of Uoin.an, or rather Egyptian, trade with India ; a 
really original work, the result of the author's own observation and experience as 
n merchant and supercargo. The Ocograjdiy of I'tolcmy (a.d. 138, 101\ the first 
work which makes the circuit of Ceylon, and names the harbours and headlands 
on its coast, its rivern, mountaiiip, and towns. The K.xpcditiun of Alexander 
and the Indica of Arrian (A.n. 1.10, ]C0), bolh compilations, but the coinpilationH 
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much in the East, and followed out, wc have every rcaeon to bolinvc, 
his policy, Pahnyra rapidly developed the advantages whicii it 
derived from its poailion on tiie nearest route to India. It llouriahed 
and prew daily in iniportauce. And when Eii»esa, ahuoet on its 
frontiers, and on its high road to Antioch and DaniaBcus, gave to 
Home Julia Domua, the wife of one ICiniioror, Scverus, and the 
mother of anotiicr, ConunoduB, and aftei-wardb two Eniperora, 
EliigabahiH and Alexander; Hated with wealth it aspired toiilustiato 
itself lij' other than the arts of commei'ce ; it began to levy or hire 
urniies; it made coiiipiosts and acijiiirod territory; it became a 
power, and for a moniont held with Uonio divided ein[iire.' 

Dnring the reigns of Severus, his son (Jonunodus, and the psiiudo- 
Antonines, when Alexandria and fahnyra were both occu[iied with 
couuueree aiul were both prosi)erouB, Jlonian intercourse with India 
was at its height. Then Roman literature gave more of its atten- 
tion to Indian matters, and did not, as of old, conflne itself to (juota- 
lions from the historians of Alexander or the narratives of the 
Selencidian ambassadors, but drew its information from other and 
independent sources. Then Olomena Alexandiinus (a.u. 1'J2, 217), 
thus wrote of the G^'innosopliists. They are, he says, Sarinauai, or 
Uralunins. Of the Sarmanai, the Allobioi neither dwell in cities nor 
under a roof, but " wear a vesture of bark," and live on acorns, and 
drink water from their hands, and know neither marriage nor tho 

of a mail ofscnao and critical aciilcncBS— llic one made up from the cotcuiporniT 
liialorics of Alciuiiilcr, Uic olhcr Trum llio nurralivcs of tlcgaalliuiics, Erulua- 
llicnca, and Ncarcliua. Wc iiave bcsidca iioliccs of India and ln<lian maiuicra 
Bcallcred llirough several of llic iiumcrona IrcaMsea of I'lularcli and Uic oraliona 
of IJioii ClirjBoalom (a.d. 100), and a longer, and aomcwiiat ealirical dcacriplion 
of India in liia Oratio in C<«lenis riirygiasj iiul. l>otb drew their inforuialion from 
the common BlorcliouBc; and Dion, in bis India, oa llio true pays dc Gocagnc, 
merely tlirowH logcllier in one piece llic various Indian uiyl.lis wliicli Clesius so 
willingly collected and believed. Among tbc writers of tbis age we may also, 
Ibougb Willi eouic bcKitalion, claM (J. Curliua (Smith's Iliog. Diet., 1 v.), and 
DionysiuB rcricgeles (Ocog. Miu. I'loleg., 18 p. II., Uidol) ; but neither bad of 
binisclf any knowledge of Indi.i. The (irst merely copied and compiled from Ibo 
old bisloriaiia of Alexander, and llic Bccoud, us well in bia lla3.sarika as in bis 
I'cricgcsis, is orUjimxl ? only in so far as he connecla the kuown country of India 
with tho exploits of Dacchua. lie says of himself —

The name and preeeplH of Jiuddha, and the wor8hi|> of the 
pyramid toi>es, recordoil in tlu-se j)assa,ges, are to be found in no other 
ancient writer whatever. If deiived originally from Megasthenes, 
as is Kupp()K<Ml, it is stiange tlmt they hav(! eKca[ied the notici; of 
riutarch and Porphyry, curious in Hwi-h matters ; and still moro 
strange thai, as eharacteristie of one of the great religions of India, 
they sluMild have hvvu passiMl over by Htrabo, Diodoru.s Siculus,

Hut to show that both 
Clemens and Cyril have been writing from the same authority, I will place their 
wonls side by side, observing that Cyril expressly quotes from the Pylhagorick 
symbols of I'olyhistor.

Af^ain, in no known fragUK-iil of Tolyliislor are the HiiddliiHt priests 
called Semnoi; imh-ed the term, as applied to them, is found (uily in 
this pasKan<\ And 1 can very well understand (IIciikmis choosinfC 
it, liecaus<', in sound, it sullieieiitly re.senililea the J'ali Sanimana, 
and in sense expresses satisfactorily the iileas attached to an 
anci<'nt jirieathood; and |i(!rhaps, also, hecausc unaware <tf their 
hrothcrhood, he tliiis distiMguished tlio Hindu Duddhist from Poly- 
hist;or's Samamv.oa, or JJactrian priest. 

Then riiilostralus,' a cotcunporary of (Clemens, pulilished his 
romance of A|)olloniua of Ty.'ina, and ^Klian' his A'arisu Jlisloria-, in 
which are many notices of Indian animals and Indian poopl(>s and 
enstoms, but from Megaslheiies andOtesias priiu^ipally. And then, 
too, Art employed itself on Indian Ruli.je<'ls, as we gather from 
tlaHislratus' description of the statue of a drunken iiiid reeling 
Hindu.' Then Dio Oassiua wrote his hist,ory, lost in its entirety, hut 
of which the fragments and Rummary hy Xiphilinug sufficiently 
attest the inter(;st he took in all that related to India. Then, too,

The lirahnianB are one family, the 
descendants of one faliier and mother, and they iidierit their 
tli('oloj:;'y as a jiriesiliood. The ShatnanH, on the otJKrr hand, ai'<! 
taken fioni ail Indian sects indilTeniiitly,* from all who wish to 
give tiienisi'lves ui> to the study of divine things. 

Tlie IhahnuuiB pay no taxes like other citizens, and are suhject 
to no king-.* Of the philosophers anion}^- tluMn, some inhaliit the 
monntiiins, others the banks of the (ianges. The mountain 
Jtrahinans subsist on fruit and cow's milk, curdled with lierhs.' 
The others live from (he fruit trees, which are fomid in pleidy 
near the river, ami which iilford an ahnosl. eonstiint Kuecession of 
fresh friiils; ami, slioidd these fail, on the self-sown wild rice that

(inen(?e, which, in proportion iia tln^y won her pleased attention, 
henelicially inlhienced her future offspring. After the diild's 
birth, and as Ik; grew in years, he was passiul on friini one 
preceptor to another, nntil he was old enon{;h to hecoinc! an auditor 
of the philosophers. These lived fruf^ally, alistained from animal 
food and women, and in a grove outside the cily spent their days 
in earnest discomse, commiuiicaling their knowleilgi! to all who 
chose to listini. lint in thciir j)resence the novice was not permitted 
tt> speak, or hawk, or spi(, under the penalty of one day's hanishuK^nt 
from their society. At the age of 37 his student life ceased.' The 
Hrahnian then returned tf) his home, lived more freely, wore gold 
rings and silk, and ate the ilesh of such animals as were of no 
service to man, alistaining, however, fnmi )>ung(uit and highly 
Keasone<l food, lie married, too, as many wivi^s as lu! cmdd, for 
(he sake of offspring, but did not admit them to a fellowsliip in his 
])hilosophy.

hiance] indt^ed to (he Difjamliara (»f the Jains' and the Urahman 
Sannyasi as painled hy Menu, hut very little to the Shaman (U" 
Hndilhist priesi, as wc know him, who w<'!irs and is ohiip'd (o 
wear a mhe of a particular stuff and colour, and who lives on rice 
and ^rain generally, but who is also |M!rniitled when in bad health 
(o eat k'"-'*-) "''( H'lyiH", honey, and even llesh meat.' Again, the 
un<mynious author speaks of th<; I'ramiue, in no very favourable 
terms, much as Hrahmaiis might b(^ exp(;cted to speak of Ibiddhisis ; 
but MegastluMum of the Sarmanai with a respect, an admiration 
ri'ally extraordinary, seeing' that he was resident at the court of a 
Krahminical Bovereigii, ('handragupla, iind in such titrms, that it 
may very fairly lie doubted whelluir his Sarmanai were indtu^tl 
inlended for Huddhist priests. 

Take now l!ar(l(^sam's' account. IJis lirahman.s an; hiuriiully 
and superlicially sketched, as if his pen hail bc-en guided by a 
Iblddhist hand. Ilis <li vision of them into Abmnlain and Itiver' is 
unmeaning— really a distinttjion without a dilbirenisc, for both h^d 
the same ascetic lives in the same siat of solitiuh^ lint his 
Saniauseoi, or Shamans are the Ituddhist iiriesls of our day. lie 
shows US their oriler open to all who wish to take upon th<^niselveH 
its duties. I?ut, to tenter it, the aspirant nnist give up wile, and 
children, ami property, lie unist shave his body and put on the 
yellow robe, and then retire to some viliara,* uIkmc, having' maile vows

In it 
we Kee the Itiiihinan, who lives hy hiniKcIf and for hiniscM', wilh 
liin Kironf;- will eonipterinj^ (lie wantu and apprlilrs of Iuh lioily, lint 
indifferent to tin; waniK and iniKcnicH of hin fclliiwH ; and in it the 
i{<lddliist, not lesK earnest in Ki-lf-Kaeriliei!, hut not ne};ieelfnl of 
the soeial dnii(!s, eidlivalin;^ a kind and yi^nal natnn;, and knitting 
his own j^ood to Ihe good of mankind. 

Ihit HardcRaiKis also represent s hotii Hralnnans and Shamans as 
willingly devoting tlu^mselveR to death l>y lire. The ,s<-lf-oremalion 
of widows of IIk- high(!r castes was wilhin ev(^n a few years, and 
nnlil forhiddeii hy law, no nneomnion sight in India; Imt among men, 
Hrahinaiis, this sfirt of di-alli has kmg f.'dleii into disnse. History 
tells of a Oalanns, who, with imich parade and of his own fi(M> will, 
dieil hy (in; in the |)reR(Mie<> of Alexandei- and his army; and of a 
(!nniarilla,' who, to pnrify him.self from Ihe; slanght(!r of hereli(tal 
Hnddhisls, a.=!e(>nded the finieral pile. Ihit in modern limes nnolhi-r 
form of suicide has h('en prefiirred. The irnnhi pilgrim now toils 
np the snowy heighls of the Himalaya, (o (lie snored Roince of the 
(Janges, there to dii< ; or he eonnnits hiinsc.'lf to its stieain, and 
tlins perishes in its holy waters. He snlterR and dies to 
(•nsnr<! to himself a happy hirth in his next existence. The 
Ihiddhist also has freely chosen the death hy (ire a.s heforo

Ibit th(! Indian andiiissadors also told ISard(>sanes of a lake in 
their country, known as the Lake of I'lobation,' and of the use 
they mak(? of it. When any one is accused of a crime!, and insistrt 
u|ion bis innocence, the Urahmans ask liini if litt will umler;;'o the 
trial by water. If be refuse, bo is sent away and itnnishod as 
guilty. If he consent, they brin^ him down to this lake, and to 
chei^k frivolous or malicious cliarf^ujs, tliey brin{^ his accusers down 
with liini. 'J'ogcther thej' f^o into the water, which is kne(!-dee|» 
for everybody, and together |iass <)vt;r to the other side of tho 
lake. The innocent man walks alonj;' without any fear, an<l is 
nevc^r wet above the knees; but for the guilty, the water risi^s 
ami rises till it is (|uile over his bead, and be is tluin dragy<;d out 
by the Hrahmans, who hand him ovt^r to Ix; pinnshed in any way 
short of d(s'ilh. The Indian, howevc^r, rarely |iushes maltel's to 
this extremity; be loo mncli f(>ars the ordc^al by water. 

Ibit besides this lake for volunt.'iry, they have; also another to 
try both voluntary and involuntarj' offences; in fact to |irob(! a 
man's whole life. Of this lake liardesancjs, and 1 will <jnol(! his 
very words, has left the followiu);- iiccount: — In a vc-iy bif^b 
mountain, situated pretty neaily in the. middle of the earth, there 
was, as be lu^ard, a large natural cave, in which was to bi! tnHiu a

(ad. Ileres., II., 3C, II. v., 477 p) speaks of hiiii as faithful lo the Chinch up lo 
the death of Antoninus Vcnm (A.D, I'lH), and of this hook as of one of his 
orlhodox works; hot this hook Kiisehius (a.d. 321) asserts (Hist. Keel., iv., 
24 30,) he presented lo Marens Antoninus, and finlher addi that he wrote it in 
conHeqnence of the perHeiulion of the (Mnisliaiis l.y Marcus (ad. 1i!7, 177), and 
about the lime Solcr, IJishop of l!omc, died (a.d. 17!)). Now, from the earlii-st 
and l:it<!sl of these dates, the ile:itliK of Antoniiins I'iiis and the acrcssion of 
Klagah.ilns, there elapsed thirty seven and thirly nine yisiis lespcrlluly, and our 
author iiHisl cither have hccii very young when he mole his work on Talc, or 
very old when he piihlished liislndira. Again, llic Kdcsseiie Chronicle (Ass miniii. 
Dill. Orienl. i., 17 p.. nole, and 3.S!i, nolo), gives the precise date of his Mrih, 
.Inlv 11. A.D. M>i. 0" this anthorily he must have heen seven years . Id whin 
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visible excniiplar iif liis croatimi. And 1 askeil tliciii, adda liar- 
dcsaiies, of wiiat tiiia Btatuo was made. Aixl SaiidaiioH assiii'c;d 

Antoniiiua I'iiia (licit, and lueiilyrivc wlicti Solur. Ami nl twciily live lie inii^ht 
have nrillcii his book on Fate, and al gixtyfuur lim Oollo<|ii,v uilli the Indian 
Anil>aH.''iidorH. Uut. uf laic years thin " Itoulc un Fale," or nilher " lluok of the 
l.auH uf ConulricH," has hecn Toiind in Uie Syrlao original, and w;iH in 18S5 
pnlilished in its entirely l>y the Oriental 'rraimlation Kund, together uitli a 
tranHlation hy (he Kev. Mr. Cnreton. The work ia in the shape of a dialogue. 
Tivo yontliH, wlio have been diseoiirHing on "fate, freewill, foreknowledge al)so- 
hi(c," meet with Darihtxancs, and ap|>cal to hiu Huperior learning and wisdom. 
They aililress liini BiiniotinieH «» lord— a homage paid, perhaps, to luH rank and 
relationship with the Ahgari — and Bometinieu as latlier, a difference due only to 
hia age and experienec. lie, too, alludes and apgiealn to former worka of hia, 
p. 5. "For it has been aaid hy me in another place." When he wrote thia 
work, llicn, he must have been a man of at leaal mid age, and cilher not horn, 
A.o. 154, or hia book not written, a.d. 170. Again, in the book itself are alluaiona 
which uiay aaaiat ua in fixing ita dale. In p. 30, " llceauae aa yeaterday the 
Itomana took Arabia and ahrognled all their ancient laws, and more especially 
that cireumeiaion with which they cireiimciaed." Mr. C'liicton, I'ref. iii., ia of 
O|dnioii that this paaaage rcfera to (he conquest of Arabia by Marcus Aureliua 
(l.iiciub Vcrua), hut of such n conipieat by him I find no rceoid, not even in the 
titles Armeuiaeus, rarthieus, and Mi'.dicua, which the senate so laviahly bealowcd 
on him, and which lie afterwards dropped, (liife, Smith'a I list.) Uul on the 
other hand, Trajan (Kutropius, viii., 3): — "Arabum regem in lidem accepit," 
and "Arabiam poatca in provinciiu formani redegit." Jiul to thia eonqucal 
(A.D. 110) could Bardcaanes, oven a.d. 107, allude aa " of yesterday 1" I think 
not. Scvcrua, however, a.d. lUU, again eonqueied and reduced Arabia to a 
province (liutropiua, iii, 18). " Arabos ainiul a !ortu8 eat, in ditioncni redegit 
provinciic modo." Aureliua Victor, xx., 14, 10, " rcraaruni regcm, Abgarnm 
Bubcgit, Arabaa in dcditionem accepit; Scvcri, Hist. Spartianua, Uiat. Aug., 
1. v., IG7 p. Ihit if it is of this compieat Uardcaanca 8|>cak8, thou his book can 
scarcely have been writleu till after the death of Severns (a.d. 211), or in the 
reign of Caracalla (A.o. 211, 217). Hut aa any finch dale ia wide of the several 
dalea aaerihcd to Ihia work hy the early Fathers, and aa these dates are Ihemselvca 
wide of one another, and very indeliiiitc, we will examine how far such a date 
ia conaiElenl with the cireumslanecs. The Kdcsseue Chronicle gives the dale 
of hia birth bo precisely, that I should be loath, except on evidence, to reject it, 
a.d. 154. Ilia book, as we have aecn, inilic:itcs that it waa writleu at least in 
inid-age, perhaps in old age; if written a.d. 214, it would have been written 
cighleeu years after the conquest of Arabia by Severua, — neither too late nor loo 
early for the " but aa yesterday," and when he wassi.\ly yeara of ago, — when he 
might well quote other works of hia own, and bo addressed as loid or father. 
l)ul tradition spoke uf this work as having been preseiilcd to Antoninus and 
hence the enibroglio of dalea. For that l!ardcB;incB, a Syrian, and of the Abgari, 
should know and he known by the Kmcseuc rjlagabalua ia no way improbable; 
neither ia it improbable that un Klagabalua' uomination to the lOinpire he should 
present him, evidently of a religioua turn of mind, with a work already of repute, 
and which was Christian, rather because it was catholic, than because it contained 
any special Cliriatiau doctrine; nor that when he ao preacnted il, he ahould 
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me, :iii(l llic oIIicik (•(inl'mncd IiIh words, lluil, no injiii nnild Icll ; 
llial il \v!is iiol };iil(| or silvor, imr jot ItnisH or hIoiio, nor imlccil 
;iiiy oilier known niiilcriiil ; linl. tliiit, ilion^li not wood, it wmm tho 
likcKl !i very 'lii'd and Konnd wood. Ami tli(;y told liow ji (M'rliiin 
kin-^- of llieirH had on ;i liino tried to i)iuck one <if I lie IniirH oil" 
from nlioni iln neck, sind liow llial lie was no Kiriick down willi 
lerroi-, lliai lie liiudly leeovfiretl liia kciihch, and only ufler loiij;- 
intercoHsion of llie l!raliniaim. Tliey said that on its head was the 
iiiiafje of a f^od seated as on a throne, and that in the gniat heals 
it would mil dnwii wilh sneh a sweat, as would, nnless slopped hy 
Ihe liimiiii';- of I.Ik; Uiahiiiiiim, wet Ihe eailli aidiiinl. Well, fiirlhcr 
on, lieyond IIk; slatne, it was, acondiiij^ lo Ihe Indians, V(My dark, 
and those who wished to f^o so far look wilh Iheni lif^hh-d torches, 
and went on till th(\y (;a.iiie lo a, sort of iloor, wlienec a stieani of 
waler welliiifif (Hit fell into or formed a lake in the dee|pest 
reeess(!S of tlie c/ivc'. 'J'liidiif^h this door those wIki wish to jnove 
theinselveR are olilij^ed to pass. For tiio pnro-niimh'd it opens 
ilself ont very wid(!, so that they enter easily enongli, and within 
(hey lind a foinilain of Iho luightf'st and sweetest water,' thesonrce 
of tli(! stream I spokt- of. 'i"he wiekeil, howcncr, slrii<;f;le loii}^- and 
vainly to f^et in, for lh(! entruiiei! elnses in upon Iheiii; at leiijr(|i, 
llu^y are force<l to confess I heir sins, and to ask the others to 
intercedi; for them, and they an; made lo fast a lonj;- time. 

Sandaiu's fnrlher told, that on a certain day the lirahnians (lock 
to this |)lace; that soiik! spend their lives there, but iliat others 
conunn the summer and antnmn, wdien fruit is phnity, both to see 
the statue and to me(d, their friends, and to prove their lives by 
means of the door.

Scrijil., and in 
Kpiphaniim' time wan probalily only piven lo I'iuB and Jlareus; what more 
natural than lliat our Falhers, when tlioy beard of IIub prcHontation cepy, rIioiiIiI 
refer it lo one or other of Uicbc Rieat KmperotH — more especially as llic work 
was not herelical, and should lliercforc be a work of ItarilcHaiieR' younger ilay.st 
tliouph BO far as that goes, it might jumI a8 well have been written by a Jew as a 
ChriHtian.

In that \>y water, which, (.•xc('|it that it is liy water, 
anil eondncted liy a Itrahnuiii, ri'senililes in nothing- Hardesanes'

llowing- or stagnant, up to his navel, and then holding- the foot of a 
Ihahnian, to dive and remain under as lonjj^ as a man can walk lil'ty 
paces very gently, or till two men have fetched liack two arrows 
which have licen pnnionsly sluit from a how. If, befon; the man 
has walked thus far, or the two mou have brought back the 
arrows, the accused rise above Iho water, ho is condemned; if not, 
acquilted.

coast, as liassen Ruii))oRes. 1 cannot but think that our and)aRRa- 
dors K|)okc of this lake and mountain, not from knowledge, but 
from hearsay, and that they re|>cated stories current in their 
country, which they conscientiously believed jierhapK, but for which 
there was about the same foundation as for that Fontaine de 
Jouvence so famous in old romance. 

Hut as between India and the llomaii enn»ire there never 
existed any interchange of thought or any common sympathies, 
the allusions to India in Roman literature are at the most but indi- 
cations of that curiosity Avhicli is excited by commercial intercourse. 
]lut that intercourse was in the hands of the merchants of Alex- 
andria and J'aimyra. These citi(;s, situated the one on the shores 
of the Mediterranean, the other in the midst of a desert far inland, 
and halfway between Meso|x:)tamia and Syria, can scarcely bo said 
to have had any direct communication with India. They could not 
bo reached but by a long portage and river navigation: and yet the 
facilities which the one, as the great seaport of the Roman empire, 
afforded to the transit of Western merchandize, and the advan- 
tages which the other derived from its [iroximity to India, and the 
comi)aratively small cost at which it obtained and delivered the

At 
JuliojHiliR, a Hiiliiii'b of Alexandiia and ita port on tlio river, our 
inorciiants embarked with their goods, and favoured by the pre- 
vaiUiig nortli wiiul, Kaiicid uji tiie (Janoptic braneh of the Nile, and 
in twelve (layH rciu-hed (!op(.f)K, distant 303 niileH and a city of a 
niix(;d populalion, l'!;;yptian and Aral»ian,* and conuuunicating witli 
till! Nile \iy a canal. Ileic? llit-y left their boats, and with their 
nu^rchandi/.e on camel back pii.slu.-d acios.s plains and over moun- 
tains to lleicnice, aiiotlu-r t\vclv<? dajs' jonrne)', travolliiif^ mostly 
by nielli, bceuuse of the heat, and rej^nlatinj;- their halts by Ihi; 
wells on the road. At Meri'niee, a seaport on t.lu^ sontheiii frontier 
of J''gy])t, they met the fleet intcMuled for India. The ships of 
which it was composed wen? large, well-f(MUid and manned, and 
earned besides a bod}' of arnu'd nu:n as a safeguard against the 
pirates who infested the Indian seas.' From Herenic(;, about Mid- 
summer time, or in the beginning <if the dog-days, llu!}' set sail, 
and in thirty days made Ocelis, or Cane, the one on the eastern 
shore of the Straits of IJab-cI-Afainleb, the other on the w(!sterii 
coast of Arabia in the frankincense country, and thence or from 
Syagrus to the north of Cane they struck out through the open 
sea for Muzivis, in I'liuy's time the haimt of |>irates, or for Neea- 
nidou (Nelcyiidon) or IJarake, a forty days' sail. At Ikrakc th(!y 
took in pepper, which was brought there in native boats from 
(Jottonara. In the mouth of l)(!cendier or in the iMjginniiig of 
January they retinned, taking advantage of the south-east mon- 
soon, and, when tluiy entered the l{(;d Sea, of the westerly wind.

Aral), and |)orlia|)s native veMs(!ls, Inong^ht llio prodncc of India np 
tli(! IVrfiian (jidf to the nmiitli of tlie Kniilnatcs ; and, if tluiy did 
not tlieinsolvefl ascend tlie river, at 'IVredon they discharged tlieir 
earjrooH' iiiten<l(!d for Volog-esia, which was reaehotl either liy land 
on caniels, or in vesKelH of lij^hU'r draiif^ht hy (Ik; river; hut in 
what time — tJu; diKlanec! waH neiirly 250 iriilcH — I am nnalilc; to 
ascertain. At Vologesia, however, a tw() iliiys' joiniiey fron> their 
city, the merchants of Tahriyra took nj) tlie trade. In its market 
or fair, held always at some litlh; diHlaiice from the town itself, 
they m(d. tin- Arab or Indian traders, and exchanged with them hy 
sale and j)nrcliasc the manufactures of the West for the gooda 
and produce of India. Hy this trallic Palmj'ra silently hut so 
rapidly gniw in wtialth and |iower, that its prince and king, 
0<leiiatns, with his own forces and by his energy and goneralshii), 
saved the Uonian empire, and for his services to the Roman 
state was raised by (Jallienus, a.d. 200, to the title of Augustus.' 
At his death, its (|ueen, his widow Zenohia, veiitureil to throw off 
her allegiance to Home. For a moment she ludd the sovereignty 
of the East,' but was at length defeated and tiiken prisoner by 
Aurclian, who at the same time [lillaged and dcBtroyed Palmyra," 
A.i>. 275, and thus put an end to the Iloman trade with India 
through the Persian Gulf. 

The Alexandrian tnide with India, unlike the Pahnyrene, was

It ronuiiiiod Honio linio 
Htationary i but from lliorci^fn of ('aracalla it rapidly (lnolintHl, aiitl 
wbeii Palmyra waH (U^Htrtiyod, it wmih in ho laii^iiiHliiii^ a Hiatf, 
lliiit, in HO far at loant as it waH a trndo dinictoil and controliiMl by 
Alexandrian incrchantH, it may almoKt be Haiti to bavo died out.

It was no loiigor 
iil)lc to repel tiie iiicurHioim of the barbarians, who everywhere 
))reKSetl upon its ill-giuinlecl froiitierfi. And the Blenunyes, a lioree 
I)enplo, whoBe headn once did grow beneath their Hliouldern,* ho 
infefiled the neigidKiurhood of Hereniee, that FiriniiH— one of the 
last of (he Ah.'xandrian nierehantH wiio Kent Hhips to India — no 
duidit from moliveBof inlereKt sedulously enllivated their IViendKhip. 
'I'Iu'V seem to have oeeiipied Ooplos and I'toh^nialH, for I'robiis 
(a.o. 27'J) in said to have icc'overed tliese towns from them, fhit 
with Ooptoa — the town where portage on the route to India tiilher 
began or (Mided— in t\w. liands of a savage race, Alexandrian trade 
with India, if not iliverted into some other channel, was iin|Hmsil)le ; 
and that for the present it came to a sto)) the wreteluid stale of 
Alexandria and Kome leads us to believe; but that in lime Indian 
trade again llowed to Alexandria, though under other conditions, 
and by other means than of old, I sh.all endeavour to sh(jw in 
another pai>cr.
